But its greatest interest lies in the story that might be 
called "The Bluff that was Goodenough.” Formally knowm as the 
"Goodenough Island Deception Scheme," the now-famous hoax was 
necessitated by the disability of the New Guinea Force to spare 
sufficient troops properly to garrison the islend, With a mere 
company of infantry and attached troops, the Australians deceived 
the enemy into believing that a full infantry brigade had occupied 
Goodenough from Milne Bay, This handful of men successfully pre- 
vented any possibility of Japanese use of the island to stage another 
attack on Milne Bay by the simple expedient of staging their om 
show of mock numbers and mock activities.

While Australian troops were driving the Japanese back through the 
Owen Stanley Ranges in October, 1942, a small force of Australians - = some 
of the victors of siilne Bay = seized Goodenough Island. 


The first action was not, however, comparable with the greatest 
bluff of the Pacific war which was put into effect on the island a few 
months later. 


Few troops could, at that stage, be spared to garrison the island, 
which in enemy hends could have been used as a staging area for another 
attack on Milne Bay. 


So a "ghost" force was maintained there, and they completely bluffed 
the enemy. The story can be told now because the shortages of men and 
equipment have been overtaken. 


The "Goodenough Island Deception Scheme,” as it became know, was a 
masterpiece of organisation and deception. It was a most ambitious scheme 
to mislead the Japanese into believing that we had at least a brigade 
on the island, whereas it was held by less than a battalion. 


Before telling the story of coast guns, field guns, and anti-aircraft 


gus that would not fire, barbed wire that a child could break through, 
tanks and machine-gun carriers that could not move a yard, camps that 
not @ man ocoupied » « » it is necessary to review the operations that 
led to the capture of the island. 


Threat to Milne Bay. 

Mounteins rising to 6,500 ft. - higher than Hosciusko - form the 
greater part of Goodenough. Jungle clad for the most part, they are reputed 
to be the highest in the world on an island as small as Goodenough. 

Although only 25 miles long and 15 miles wide, the island had great 
strategic value as an air base for the bombing of New Britain (it later 
became an important R.A.A.F. fighter base), as an air base for the pro- 
tection of Milne Bay, and finally to provide air cover for naval movements 
along the north coast of New Guineae 


With the Japanese strongly holding Now Britain, it was-considered 
that he might attempt a second attack on Milne Bay. In this event, the 
potential sir bases «t Goodenough could, if in his poesession, be developed 
for offensive sweeps against Milne Bay. 


It was decided, therefore, to occupy Goodenough with a battalion of 
infantry, less one company. The ¢/12th Battalion, which had taken part in 
the successful defence of Milne Bay, was selected to make the attack. The 
battalion's objective was to "eliminate the Japanese ee on the island - 
estimated to be about 500 - and deny him the use of it."

The force sailed in destroyers from ifilne Bay and disembarked on 


The Task Force was divided into two forces, on concentrating et Mud 
Bay on the east coast, and the other at Taleba Bay, on the west coast. 
The plen was to attack simultaneously. 


From Mud Bay the larger force - only one company went to Taleba Bay = 
marched in heavy rain toward Kilia Mission, and topped the summit of the 
slippery and precipitous range after a hazardous and dangerous struggle 
in the darimess. 


Japs, Dug In 

The Japenese were contacted at 8:50 A.M., about half a mile from the 
missione To test the eneny's strength, a two-company attack was launched. 
The Jepanese had selected en almost unassailable position in a narrow 
pass, opening on to a stream running at right angles. Beyond the stream 
was a high embanknent leading to still higher ground. The flenks were 
heavily wooded, and visibility was not more than 10 yards. 


Of this strategic area and of the Japenese prepared fortifications, the 
Australian commander said: "The positions would have done justice toa 
field works course. They consisted of fire trench and large roofed-in 
dugouts capable of withstanding heavy air action, sited mainly to cover 
naturel fields of fire - tranks and watercourses. Hach group of posts was 
self-contained, and provided sleeping accommodation, food and ammunition 
supplies.” 


The enemy commander allower the Australians almost to reach the 
positions before opening fire. As the Australian attack developed, our 
troops attempted to cross the stream under withering machine gun fire. 
Few succeeded, and those who did found that they could not climb the 
steep banks of the creek, from the top of which the Japanese rolled down 
grenades. A party of mortar men lost their way in the dense jungle, and 
had to abandon valuable bombs. 


The Mud Buy Force withdrew, formed a defensive perimeter round their 
camp, 4nd were continually harassed by the Japanese throughout the night. 
At dawn they attacked again, one company being sent to the right on a wide, 
outflanking movement, but became lost in the jungle. They did not make 
contact. A frontal attack was made with no better results than on the 
previous day. 


So skilfully were the Japanese defences sited, that, except for 
isolated posts, they remained unlocated. Offensive patrols were sent out 
to attempt to pin-point the positions. 


Yuring the night of October 24/25, sporadic fire was heard from the 
enemy's lines. At dawn on October 25, the Australians launched their 
third attack, this time with increased mortar strength, They pushed forward 
rapidly into, and occupied the Japenese defensive positions. 


~ moved east elong the track, silenced a Japanese machine gun post, and made 


On the other side of the islend, the company attacking from Taleba Bay 


faster headway on the first day than did the Mud Bay Force. Japanese 
machine gun’ fire swept the beach to the south of our position, and our 
troops ceme under continuous rifle and morter fire. 


Attempts to contact Mud Bay Force by wireless failed. Here, too, the 
Australians experienced great difficulty in pin-pointing the enemy's 
defensive posts, eifectively hidden in the undergrowth. The Japanese 
counter-attacked with superior fire power, and the company, with some 
ancillary troops, withdrew to establish a perimeter for the night. 


At this point the jungle extended almost to the sea. Inside the jungle 
fringe were swamps two to three feet deep. It was into this marshy jungle 
that our small force withdrew, eventually to reach Mud ne La to link up with 
the rest of the battalion. 


Although one phase - the extermination of the Japanese force - was not 
successful, the second was carried out. We established ourselves on the 
island, and the enemy was driven out. In all, 59 Japanese were killed, 
but it is not known how many were wounded. 


The two Australien forces were to attack the Japanese positions 

Simultaneously at 5:45 a.m. on October 25. The iid Bay Force, however, 

had to march nine hours in heavy rain over slippery and difficult terrain, 
and did not make contact with the Japenese until 8:50 asm. The force from 
Taleba Bay travelling a shorter distance over better tracks, was able to 
launch its attack on time. Thus, for the Mud Bay Force, the element of 
surprise was lost, and it was unable to drive home the important attack 

on the first day. Further, these troops were now in an exhausted condition. 


The 2/12tn Battalion now had the role of occupation troops, and to 
assist in the construction and defence of sir strips. At the end of 
December, the battalion retumed to New Guinea, and took part in the 18th 
Brigade's push through Cape Endaiadere. 


Bluff Begins 

Goodenough Island then was gurrisoned by even fewer troops, and the 
"Deception Scheme” was conceived and planned, to be carried out early in 
1943. 


It called for ingenuity and imagination on the part of those who were 
to do the actual deceiving. The object was to mislead the Japanese into 
believing that the Australians had cerried out from Milne Bay a movement 
of a full infantry brigade group, which had occupied Goodenough. 


At the time, the islend was, in fact, held by only a company of infantry 
and attached troopse 


The cost of material used in the scheme was negligible, and once it 
was in operation it was kept going by a hendful of Australian troops and 
a few score natives. 


While everyone is familiar with the simpler forms of camouflage, most 


civilians and even many members of the services have little idea of the 
~wide and often brilliantly conceived use that has been made of deceptive 
camouflage. 


Newspapers heve published desoriptions and even photographs of the 
deceptive camouflage carried out by Germany - the construction of false 
boulevards, the erection of vast blocks of dummy buildings to coax bombers . 
away from the real cities, the covering over of the docks in many plenes, 
even the erection of dummy bridges. 


Deceptive camouflage in city and town areas was 4 relatively easy 
matter, as materials were close at hand, but real ingenuity end improvisa- 
tion were necessary for deceptive work in the field. 


The Goodenough Island scheme needed both. 


The first role of the men on Goodonoujh Island wes to hold an emergency 
landing strip to the north-east of the island. The secondary role was the 
deception scheme. 


It was not sufficient merely to establish a large camp on the island. 
There had to be some realism about it. You cannot have a brigade on an 
island without first moving it there. So all cargo ships that could be 
spared for the work were concentrated in Milne Bey, taken to the wharves 
in daylight for the Jap. to see, if he wished, left there long enough for 
the loading of stores and men, and then taken out in convoy and with 
fighter protection, to Goodenough Island. 


These ships carried not thousands of men end the stores necessary for 
a brigade, but old wooden packing ceses, empty petrol drums, camouflage 
paint, sheets of tin, hessian, timoer, old tents and mosquito nets, 
and the many odds anda ends irom which the guns and tanks and trucks and 
kitchens were to be constructede 


Forseveral days and nights these ships plied backwards and forwards 
between Milne Bay and Goodenough Island, always with fighter cover. But the 
fighters knew their work and saw to it that the Japanese reconnaissence 
planes had a good look at the shipse 


Ghost Camps. 

The camps began to take shape on Goodenough Island. Areas were cleared 
of grass, tents were set up, kitcuens were built, dumps ostablished, slit 
trenches dug, tracks cleared, weapon pits rigged. Coast defence gums appeared 
on headlends. Bofore “guns” pointed skywards. Barbed wire lined the 
open beaches and ringed the camp areas. Smoke rose from the kitchenss 
Weshing hung out on the lines by the tents. 


Apparently a full brigade had taken up its position along the eastem 
side of the island. 


But the tents were empty of men, the kitchens were useless skeletons, 
the dumps were old packing cases, the guns could not be fired, the tanks 
would not move. There was no brigade in that series of camps - just one 
company, scattered widely, and a few score natives. 


All the camps were sited in comparatively open country alongside 
jungle growth, to give the impression that the tents and other objects that 
could be seen from the air represented only the fringe of larger encamp- 
ments in the trees. 


The kitchens were flimsy structures of wood and hessian with a few old 
coppers and water tins outside. but fires were lit in every kitchen 
every day. 


The dumps were piles of old ceases and tins partly cover with tarpaulins. 
Some were primed with petrol and oil end dry vegetation, and were wired so 
that they could be set on fire immediately a bomb fell anywhere near them, 


One method of setting them alight was oy firing a shot from any part 
of the camp through two pieces of metal suspended in the open. A strip 
of card separated tae metal sheets, but a bullet penetrating the sheets 
would bring jagged pieces of each into contact and so complete the electric 
circuit thet firedthe dump. This was excellent in theory, but a little too 
elavorate in practice, and rain, and humid atmosphere caused at least one 
brilliant, but premature blaze. 


Hessian Tanks. 

The dummy trucks and reconnaissance cars were strange affairs of 
hessien tacked on wood. The shape was faithful and paint gave them a 
more realistic appearance. Wneels set a problem. Tops of 40 gallon petrol 
drums were used, and though absolutely unconvincing on the ground, they 
probably would heve deceived the serial camera at usual reconnaissance 
height. 


The tenks also were made of hessien on a wooden frame. From 100 yards, 
or less in indifferent light, they could not be distinguished from the real 
thing. 


Machine-gun carriers wer@ parked at various places on the border 
between jungle and grassland; heavy tracks leading to them were kept fresh 
by clipping off the grass or running heavy vehicles in occasionally. 

The carriers were camouflage netting, heavily garnished, draped on wooden 
frames. hs 


The 25-pounders were most convincing - against made of wood, tin and 
hessian. They were set in sunken emplacements correctly sandbagged, 
trenched and netted. 


One Bofors "gun" which was particularly realistic, was sited on a point 
of land jutting cleanly out of coconut palms end commanding a wide stretch 
of bay. ‘The gun could be traversed or elevated by a simple ratchet device. 


Dummy Bren guns were made of wood and mounted for ack ack use on wooden 
stands. 


Light coloured sand was tossed over the spoil from tranches, to attract 
“attention, and when trenches were dug in light coloured soil, old oil was 
poured into them to exaggerate the appearance of depth. In this way trenches 
on a few inches deep could be made to appear feet deep. 


Natives were used at all these positions to keep the grass short to 
give the appearance of constant use. This was not easy. The grass grew 
at an amezing pace, aud burning it off only sccolerated the growth of new 
grass. Constant cutting became necessary - 4 time-taking and laborious job 
in @ land where grass grows in a few weeks to a height of 6 and 10 feet. 


Vehicle tracks were made first with tractors, then the natives were 
set to work witn knives cnipping off the young grass as it grew, to give 
the tracks the appearance of constant use. 


One of the simplest and most eflective deceptive devices used was the 
apron “barbed wire". liooden stakes replaced metal and thin jungle vines 
replaced genuine wire. From 5U yards this "wiring" was indistinguishable 
from real wiring. It was erected on open »eaches, and round all battalion 
and company areas end dumps snd gun positions. It was pleced wherever wire 
could normally be expected, snd road blocks of wood and vines were placed 
at obvious positions. 


By one oreek & water point was left clearly visible from the air. 
the tank was set on stout foundations and it was the real thing up to the 
point where it needed 4 tap and pump. A bent sapling was used for the pump. 


Tents were mostly a single fly supported by poles, ridge pole and guy 
ropes. Wherever the front of a tent was open to the inquisitive eye of the 
oblique aerial picture, dummy beds were set up and old mosquito nets were 
rigged. The tops of jam tins were tacked to trees outside to look like 
shaving mirrors. Washing and blankets were hung out on @ clothesline, 
the natives changing tho washing - old shirts and slacks - from tent to 
tent each day, 


One of the greatest difficulties in the scheme was to give the appearance 
of movement and life about the camps. With few men availeble it was not 
possible to do much in this way. The smoke from fires, the occasional 
chenging about of various objects was the pest that could be done, but one 
simple device used was to hang bits of unrusted tin in trees so that they 
would flash sunlight into the exy. These flashes would give the impression 
of movemente 


Some of the dummy trucks were fitted with “windscreens” of shining tin, 
and old tins were deliberately left lying about. 


Australien troops took a keen interest in the job and showed a good deal 
of initiative. The netives probably did not understand what it was all about, 
but once shown what was required of them, they did their job well - lighting 
fires, the changing of clothes from line to line, and the occasional moving 


of dummy figures.

Discussions were therefore held with the heads of the DSM, under whose 
control he was, of M.I. 6 as well as of G-2, CI, AFHQ, and "A" Force, to come to 
some decision regarding his future, There had been some thought of closing him 
down, in order to make sure that his past performance would not be placed in 
jeopardy under less carefully managed supervision; however, the French, by their 
untiring cooperation in bringing Gilbert unharmed through the number of vicis- 


situdes that had beset him, deserved better than to be arbitrarily deprived of 


his further services. 


In recognition of this fact, Commander "A" Force, AFHQ, proposed that 
Gilbert be moved to France and placed at the disposal of SHAEF for purposes of 
strategic deception while, at the same timo, he would be available to the French 
for possible political use. 

In due course this was agreed to by SHAEF, and a message was transmitted 
by Gilbert announcing that he had been transferred to France. This message 
was sent in early September, proposing renewed radio contact upon his arrival 
in France. On 26 September Gilbert transmitted from Marseilles that Hs radio 
operator had only just joined him, thus explaining a slight delay in the re- 
sumption of transmissions. He announced further that he was on the staff of 
General Cochet who commanded the XV "Region Militaire" in the Southern French 
zone, 

Gilbert arrived in Southern France in the charge of a French officer of 
the DSM who for quite some time had been Gilbert's case officer and was well 
versed in his past history, both factual and notional, and, besides, on good 
terms with Gilbert himself whose headstrong and egocentric character called 
for a combination of tact and wits, 

Prior to Gilbert's arrival in France, SHAEF requested No, 2 Tac Headquarters, 
A Force to make available the services of Captain Arne Ekstrom, its able intel- 
Ligence officer who had gained through experience an intimate knowledge of the 
handling of Silbert while in North Africa. This request was agreed to by No. 2 


Tac. Thereafter, the French leaned heavily upon this very able officer for 
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guidance and supervision in the use of this valuable channel. Because of this 
development, Gilbert became, in addition to being an able SHAEF channel, because 
of No, 2 Tac's vested and continuing interest, an exceptionally well accredited 
channel extensively used in support of 6th Army Group cover and deception opera- 
tions, Similarily, because of the interest of Captain Ekstrom and No. 2 Tac, 
Gilbert's activities were devoted largely to the support of SHAEF and Sixth Army 
Group Operations. In particular, Gilbert's services were employed by Sixth Army 
Group directly in support of operations KNIFEDGE and ACCOKDIAN, and to a slightly 
lesser degree in the implementation of operations JéSSICA and LOADLINE, referred 
to in the report of No, 2 Tac Headquarters and the summary thereof, as well as 
in other mtters such as that pertaining to the reorganization of the French 
Army and its deployment; movement of Canadian forces from Italy to the Twenty- 
first Army Group; and support and implementation of interim policies. 

On 24 September contact between the French Case Officer, Captain Delegue, 
and No. 2 Tac in the person of Captain Ekstrom was established at Cannes and a 
program was furnished the former for a resumption of traffic and the communica- 
tion of such military and political information as it would be normal for 
Gilbert to have obtained access to in his position and after so short a stay. 
Also it was arranged that references to his assignment should be such as to 
prepare the way, notionally, for his transfer to Paris. This had been mooted 
by the case officer as representing the French official desire; and agreed 
entirely with that of No, 2 Tac and, in due course, Ops "3", as there were 
obvious inconveniences connected with the presence of an agent of such stature 
in a port where troops were scheduled to arrive in great numbers, He could not 
logically remain ignorant of their arrivals and destination, nor could he be 
sufficiently useful from a deception point of view to warrant an output of true 
information. 

Besides, his personal life showed no sense of discretion, Though he had 
occupied a prominent position in the Vichy police, had joined the LVF legion 


for service in Russia, quite apart from ostensibly accepting the mission that 


had brought him to French North Africa as a German agent, he now frequented 


night clubs and other public places; and, amusingly enough, selected as a 
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drinking companion the Golonel of the local FFI - this in the heyday of the 
"Epuration" who had enough inkling of Gilbert's political past to find amuse- 
ment in the game of announcing nightly - while they leaned against a bar - that 
his execution would take place on the following morning. 

One of the very first messages of the Germans proposed parachuting men 
and money, in amounts to be specified; and there was talk of establishing 
contact with stay-behinds in France, Obviously, the sooner Gilbert could be 
got out of such a milieu, into a larger city and onto a higher military level, 
the better for all concerned. 

However, there were queries from the Germany about the military conditions 
in Southern France and Corsica, showing in particular great concern over French 
and Allied parachutists and considerable confusion over the various formations 
in existence. All this was a hang-over from the deception work that had im- 
plemented the cover for the French landings; and obviously the answering of 
such queries represented an opportunity that had to be exploited in conjunction 
with AFHQ, The plan for the notional strengthening of the Allied situation on 
the Franco-Italian border was also to be supported; and thus it was not until 
the middle of October that Gilbert finally departed for Paris, 

During the interim period frequent meetings took place between No, 2 Tac 
and the French case officer to insure that enemy questionnaires were answered 
in conformity with the requirements of military security, on the one hand, and 
on the other hand, in such a manner as to exploit any opportunity offered by 
the enemy queries in behalf of No. 2 Tac's first mission, 

In October 1944 GILBERT left for Paris where he was very embarrassed by 
the arrival of four assistants (one with 2,000,000 francs) by parachute and by 
the presence in France of P.P.F. agents with whom GILBERT was expected to make 
contact. These obstacles were successfully surmounted and soon afterwards with 
the end of the war in sight GILBERT went off the air. He received his last 
message on 2nd May when he was told that the electric current at the enemy's 
station was such that they might not be able to communicate for several weeks. 


In fact they were never heard again. 


GILBERT, now a Lieutenant Colonel at SHAEF, became a problem. His past, 


} not altogether politically acceptable, was known to a number of people and had, 


in fact, been reported to the French War Office, However, diplomatic handling 
of the French and GILBERT's personal polularity at SHAEF secured hima job on 


the UNRRA Commission to Austria, May he live happily ever afterwards, 
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Pages 69-70 

This is a portion of the year which was very confusing not only to British 
minds, as Colonel Bevan, but also to most American minds, There was a picture of 
American ground, air and naval force headquarters which the responsibilities were 
very poorly designed until SHAEF was set up on the continent in August of 1944. 

In December 1943, General Montgomery was appointed as commander, 21st Army Group. 
"R" Force under Colonel Strangeways was started. This included the dual respon- 
sibility of the Section G(R) of the staff. In January under the direction of 

Lt. Gen. Bedell Smith conferences were begun which eventually led to the formation 
of the American cover and deception staff, This staff was charged with planning 
and implementing cover and deception plans for all U.S. forces in the Theater. 

In February 1944, a somewhat complicated decision was made with regard to 
command and control of cover and deception for the forthcoming assault. The 
essence of this decision was that SHAEF delegated the command and control of 
cover and deception in Southern England to CG, 21 Army Group, C-in-C, ANCXF 
and C-in-C, AHAF, jointly - at the same time retaining authority over cover and 
deception activities for the balance of European Theater of Operations (Northern 
U.K., Ireland and Iceland), In planning with ANCKF and AEA, 21 Army Group took 
the leadership, for the Ground Forces were the most concerned, 

This decision put the American Special Plans Branch in the position of 
implementing SHAEF plans in the North (insofar as they affected American forces), 
at the same tine taking directives from - in effect actually being 4 part of - 

21 Army Group's Staff in Southern England. A principal resource of both 21 Army 
Group and SHAEF, were American Signal personnel.  3103rd Signal Service Battalion 
was employed to implement the Southern plan for 21 Army Group and facilities 
borrowed from U.S. line divisions were used to implement SHAEF's plan in the North. 

In other words, with the confusion of American Headquarters, it was nec- 
essary that there be one coordinating head for all American efforts, air and 


ground, and to a certain extent naval. This directive published finally below,

SUBJECT: Cover and Deception 


TO : Commanding General, FUSAG 


1, To prepare and implement cover and deception plans for US forces in 
this theater, a staff section to be known as the Special Plans Section, will be 
established at once by the Commanding General, FUSAG, This section will, until 
further orders, be attached to ETOUSA. 


2. Knowledge of the functions and the activities of the Special Plans 
Section will be limited to as few individuals as possible. Initially the 
section will not exceed six officers, one warrant officer and seven enlisted 
men, ETOUSA may provide additional personnel for specific operations, 


3. The eventual mission of the Special Plans Section will be to plan and 
direct cover and deception activities for FUSAG. 


4. The immediate mission of the Special Plans Section is as follows: 


a, To implement the cover and deception plans prepared by SHAEF 
which involve US troops not under the command of 21 Army Group, 


b. To implement the cover and deception plans involving US troops 
under the comuand of 21 Army Group, as directed by the Commander-in-Chief, 
21 Aruy Group. 


c. To conduct staff training to prepare for the eventual mission of 
the section. For this purpose members of the section may be attached, under 


mutual arrangements to 21 Army Group. 


d. To advise regarding the training of all special deception troops 
(US) assigned to this theater including those still in the US. 


5, The co-ordination of cover and deception plans and operations within 
the European Theater of Operations remains the responsibility of SHAEF.

In spite of the 26 March date, under informal approval, General Allen, Chief 
of staff, First U. S, Army Group, General Smith, Chief of Staff to Supreme Allied 
Comander, the section was operating to coordinate all U, S, efforts 
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IMPLEMENTATION OF WADHAM 


The handicap to physical implementation of any deception by American forces 
in the UK in the summer of 1943 was lack of ground formations. The Mediterranean 
Theater had been given the “green light" on such forces by the Combined Chiefs 
of Staff and the American Navy was almost entirely in the Pacific. However, 
considerable numbers of U.S, Air Units were being built up in East Anglia to 
implement SICKLE. Actually there was one Infantry Division (the 29th), an Air- 
borne Division (the 101st), and the American V Corps headquarters in southwest 
England. The 5th Infantry Division was due from Iceland in the late summer but 
in considerably reduced numbers, In the US sixty odd divisions were in various 
stages of training, most of them not due for shipment until 1944. 

The story to be told the Germans was that Brittany was to be invaded in 
late September by two American Task Forces, one mounted from the Southwest of 
England of five divisions under V Corps, the other of seven divisions under 
VII Corps to be mounted from the US east coast. The V Corps was to conduct the 
assault in the vicinity of MORLAIX, advance rapidly and storm the defenses of 
BREST from the rear, When this was well under way the VII Corps was to land 
southwest of the latter port, Buildup was to be from the US, 

Physical implementation by ETOUSA began in July. Directives were issued to 


ground force headquarters concerned down to division level, to the 8th US Air 


Forces, and to the Navy, through C in C PLYMOUTH who had been directed by the 


admiralty to assist with the naval side, One camouflage battalion of US 
Aviation Engineers and one battalion of Combat Engineers were earmarked to 
handle dummy fighter aircraft and dummy landing craft respectively. These, 
with the exception of the Staffs and a squadron of air and glider mechanies 
later assigned to handle gliders, were the only troops involved. 

In July, “Big Bobs" (dummy LCTs) appeared in increasing numbers in tho 
estuaries of southwest England. Fighter aircraft (dummy US thunderbolts and 
itustangs) began to show up at previously inactive fields in the southern mid- 


lands, in August they reached 500 in number. Operational fighter squadrons 


paid visits to the fields appearing on the enemy radar screen and recording 
their chatter on the enemy's radio intercept. In August hundreds of US gliders 
(actual) began to appear in the same general area. At the came time planning 
activities at the headquarters concerned were at their height, 4 Corps and 
division commander with their staffs from the US visited London and southern 
England to further the physical deception, Notional convoys were made up in 
the US and notional stores were ordered. Enemy air showed increasing interest 
even flying 4 sorties up the Bristol Channel from September 5th to 7th, a recce 
they had not undertaken in months. This coincided with the notional time of 
arrival of the assault trained 28th Division in the Bristol parts. By virtue 
of the fact that 95% of individuals concerned with execution of this operation 
were ignorant of the deception element, as the time drew nigh when troops should 


be moved, and stores delivered a mounting wave of desperation arose. It became 


apparent than an increasing number of people would lave to be taken in on the 


deception features of the operation, WADHAM was "cancelled" on 8 September, two 
weeks before "mounting", The explanation was simply that the fickle high command 


had decided on something else.

5+ Implementation of Deception 


»lementation of deception was initiated in the United States 
in connection with the threat to Norway end the cover plan 
operation. Although no agency was specifically set up 
in either the Wer or Navy Departments, Major General George V. Strong, 
AC of S, ¢ WDGS, had been in contact with the decep m representatives 
or to the Trormalizing of the London Controlling Section and 
erating wi them in implementation of deception with the 
limited means available at the time. Special means was in an embryonic 
stage in the United States and was being carefully developed and used. 

2. General Strong in collaboration with Captain Harold Train, 
Director of Nav Intelligence, set up an informal deception team con- 
sisting of Colo t. Pierce (USA) and Captain George C. Dyer (USN) 
for the Ary 2 1 ting deception on the Joint level in the 


United states. 
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ce. State Department negotiations with the President of Haiti 
for permission to conduct amphibious training operations on that 
Islend including the factual visit of a Gees of seven officers to 
make a survey of the site of meneuvers. This party left 
Washington October 5, 1942 


d. Order of Battle deception was initiated in September, 1942, 
by issuance to Colonel D. We Clarke, Commender, "A" Force, Cairo, 
of notional Order of Battle formationsof U.8. forces in the Mid 
Bast (CASCADE). Actual implementation of such forces was effected 
by Colonel Clarke personally through his channels in the Ilid Bast 
and supported by the London Controlling Section. At the meeting 
of deception representatives in Washington in December of 1942, 
additional duamy Order of Battle formations were provided 
Colonel Bevan and Captain Abbott for use in HTO and Lt Colonel 
Goldbrenson for use of AFEQ. Background information for these 
units was plemented in the U.S. as desired by LUS and AFHQ. 


e. The first record of the planting of rumors in the U.5., 
outside of military organizations, was a request dated 
16 dSeptember 1942 by Joint Security Control on Mr. Elmer Davis, 
Virector, Office of War Information, for the circulation of 
rumors that "Lascar seamen are being offered a bonus to go north 
of 60 degrees (north latitude).” This was et the request of LCS 
in support of the Norway threat. re Davis was authorized to 
confer With Mr. Vavid Bowes-Lyon for information as to procedure 
involved,if he so desired. 


6. A U.S. Joint Vhiefs of Staff deception organization was formal- 
ized on August 26, 1942. Colonel Pierce and Captain Dyer continued to 
function under this directive. Ulose coordination wes initiated in 
September, 1542, when representatives of LCS and "A" Force visited 
Joint Security Control in Washington. At a meeting in Washington on 
December 51, 1942, between deception representatives of Joint Security 
Control, Colonel Bevan of the London Controlling Section, Lt Colonel 
Goldbranson of AFHQ, and Captain Leonard J. Asbott of ETOUSA, subsequent 
coordinstion between United States, London, Algiers, esd Cairo and 
New Delni was outlined, as a result of which effective use was made of 
all channels and means of implementation as and when desired in 
accordance with approved plans. 


7. Beginning in 1945, overall coordination of implementation of 
combined and joint deception plans was maintained by all Headquarters 
and all Theaters of Operation through either LCS or JSC for the duration 
of World Wer [1. 
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ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT OF U, S, DECEPTION 
in the 


VAR AGAINST GERMANY AND ITALY 


In the European-African Theater 
U.S, deception in the European Theater was initiated in August 1942 


by the assignment of Colonel Sam P, Walker, 0=12179, as Deception Officer, 
G-2 Section, AFHQ, at Norfolk House, London. Colonel Walker was replaced 

by Lt, Colonel Carl BE, Goldbranson, 0-258201 on 12 September 1942, Both 
these officers worked directly with the London Controlling Section in 
implementation of deception under approved plans from that time until the 
removal of the rear echelon AFHQ from London to Algiers in December 1942. 
About 1 November 1942 Colonel Goldbranson was joined by Wajor Derrick Morley 
(British) which made the deception section of AFHQ an Allied organization. 
Major Morley moved to Algiers with the rear echelon, AFHQ, while Lt. Colonel 
Goldbranson proceeded to Algiers via Washington, D. C., where he participated, 
with Colonel Bevan representing LOS, and Captain Leonard J. Abbott repre- 
senting ETOUSA, in conferences with Joint Security Control, Captain Abbott 
had been assigned to G-2 Section, Hy, ETOUSA since mid 1942 and was Liaison 
Officer with ISSB, LCS and AFHQ in the matters of security and deception. 

After Lt. Colonel Goldbranson's arrival in Algiers on 24 January 1943, 
it was suggested and agreed that due to the physical joining of forces in 
Africa, deception activities of "A" Force in Cairo should be consolidated 
with those in AFHQ in Algiers under the direction of Colonel D, W, Clarke. 
This was effected 15 March 1943 at which time "A" Force became truly Allied, 
whereas AFHQ had been Allied since November 1942. 

In February of 1943, Tac "A" Force under Lt. Colonel Strangeways was 
set up in General Alexander's headquarters in Tunisia. It was entirely 
British and so remained during the Tunisian Campaign. On 31 July 1944, 

@ separate American Section of "A" Force was organized in Algiers under 
Lt, Colonel E, J. Sweeney, details of which are furnished in the summary 


of No. 2 Tac Hq Operations. 
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In_the United states 

Need for deception in the United States was first recognized by the 
U.S. Chiefs of Staff in the mid-summer of 1942 when security phases of the 
planning for the forth-coming invasion of Africa presented serious problems. 
Resulting from conference of General George V. Strong, G-2, WDGS with General 
Eisenhower in London, an informal deception team of two officers namely 
Colonel James R. Pierce, G-2 Section, WIGS and Captain George C. Dyer, USN, 
were authorized. On 26 August 1942 an organization known as Security Control 
was formalized under JCS 79/4/D again headed by Colonel Pierce and Captain 
Dyer. Implementation of deception, particularly with respect to the Norway 
threat was commenced almost immediately, and as requested by AFHQ and LCS 
in London. Deception plans QUICKFIRE and SWEATER were initiated under 
guidance of these officers, although actual planning of the deception opera- 
tions were directed by Operations Division, WDGS, 

Based on the experience in Deception Planning for "TORCH", recommenda- 
tions for a working staff to be known as Joint Security Control were submitted 
with the result that JCS 234/2/D of 17 March 1943 provided a new charter for 
Joint Security Control, enlarged its membership of working personnel and 
established definite responsibilities both with respect to implementation 
and the recomuending of planning. 

In February 1943, Colonel Pierce and Captain Dyer were replaced by 


Colonel ¢, E, Jackson and Captain Eldredge (USN); however, the latter was , 


principally concerned with matters of security while the deception section 


of the Joint Security Control was headed by Colonel Jackson and augmented 
by the addition of Lt. Colonel Newman Smith, In August 1943, Lt. Colonel 
Goldbranson and Captain Leonard J. Abbott were added to the Deception Section 
of the Joint Security Control having returned from AFHQ and ETOUSA respec- 
tively. Up until this time, implementation of plans had been principally 

as and when requested by LCS and AFHQ. Planning was the responsibility of 
the Joint Staff Planners through the medium of a team of the Joint War Plans 


Committee. However, the British were responsible for planning of deception 


in the War against Germany and Italy and no planning was initiated by 
Joint Staff Planners. Close Maison with LCS was maintained by Joint 
Security Control through the British Staff Mission in Washington who 
provided a British officer to JCS for direct liaison. 

Joint Security Control expanded both its activities and personnel 
eventually attaining Naval representation in the Deception Section. 

In April 1944, Joint Security Control indoctrinated Lt, Col, Frederick 
W, Barnes and Major Alfred J. F. Moody who were sent to Europe at the 
request of SHAEF. In May, Major John B, Corbett followed in a similar 
capacity. No other officers were furnished the European Theater, additional 


American participation being provided by personnel drawn from the theater.

GENERAL COMMENTS AND SUGGESTIONS: 

1, In re-editing this document it is suggested that particular attention 
be paid to the use of the term "Chiefs of Staff" and proper identification made 
in each instance; that is, British Chiefs of Staff, U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff 
or Combined Chiefs of Staff, This likewise applies to the designation of decep- 
tion sections in which instances the headquarters or command should be indicated; 
for example: "A" Force (either 8th Army or AHFQ), No. 2 Tac "A" Force (either 
Sac Med or 6th Army Group), Ops B, SHAEF, ete. 

2, It iswsuggested the use of maps interleaved through the document in 
“explanation of certain plans would provide more interest and better under- 
standing of the plans themselves. 

3, It is suggested there is a definite lack of history and comment with 
respect to participation in deception plans by such’ agencies as the State 
Department and Foreign Office, Psychological Warfare, Allied Naval and Air 
Forces. In the case of the two latter, and expecially the Air Forces, mich 
deception was done both of strategic and tactical mture. These should be 
emphasized in order to focus attention not only on the capabilities of these 
arms but on the necessity for their participation and close collaboration to 
insure the sucess of deception plans. 

4, Although frequently mentioned in the report, the necessity for direct 
access of the deception staff to the Commander should be exemplified and 
emphasized whenever and wherever possible. It might well be brought out that 
strong personalities are frequently able to deal directly with Commanders, 
whereas in many situations deception staffs are definitely limited and handi- 
capped by staff procedure. 

5. It is suggested that the report, as separated by time periods and 
deception staffs or theaters does not properly reveal the close coordination 


and cooperation of all deception agencies in the implementation of various 


plans. Although recognized as requiring a greater amount of work, it would 


appear that if the history of implementation of the overall plans could be 
rewritten and so broken down as to show the implementation of each agency 
(Les, JSC, "AY FORCE, D-Divieion, et al) a reader could more quickly realize 
and more fully appreciate the coordination and wide spread efforts put forth 
to accomplish a deception mission, Similarly, subordinate or theater plans, 
such as BARCLAY, so written would indicate the assistance required from other 


agencies or theaters in execution of a theater deception plan,

or apparent grammatical shortcomings in this document as it is presumed it 


will be carefully edited before final writing.
